Ocean Tragedy Occurs in Gulf of St. Lawrence in Middle of 
Night When Canadian Pacific Steamer Bound From Quebec to 
Liverpool Was Rammed While Stationary in Dense Fog Thirty 
Miles East .of Father Point 


Large Salvation Army Party 
on Board; Several Well

LAURENCE IRVING AND 
WIFE THOUGHT DROWNED 


Rescue Vessels Soon on Hand 
Pick Up Four Hundred Persons 

Ship Cut Wide Open by Crash and Sank in 
Twenty Minutes in Nineteen Fathoms— 
Twenty-Two of Rescued Died From In¬ 
juries in Collision 


The fact that a ship has sunk with 
700 persons aboard is not a tragedy 
but 700 tragedies. This was brought 
home forcibly this morning in Vic¬ 
toria when many people came into the 
Times office inquiring anxiously for 
news. A little girl 7 years old, Dor¬ 
othy Balcombe, is a passenger and her 
relatives waited by the telegraph in¬ 
strument to hear the fate of their lit¬ 
tle one. 

Miss B. Veitch, one of the passen¬ 
gers on the ill-fated ship, was a resi¬ 
dent of Victoria. Since last October 
she had been a maid at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. G. C. Mesher, 630 Dallas 
road. 

Miss Veitch was on her way home to 
England to visit her mother, whom 
she had learned was very ill. She had 
intended to return to Victoria after 
seeing her mother. 

Among the names on the passenger 
list is that of A. E. Barlow, of Mon¬ 
treal. These are the initials of Dr. 
Barlow, the eminent geologist, whose 
headquarters are in Montreal. Dr. 
Barlow was in the city a few weeks 
ago Interviewing the local government 
In regard 1 6 the treatment of zinc ores 
which has been engaging the atten¬ 
tion of the federal and provincial au¬ 
thorities for some years.

AMONG THOSE SAVED 


Kimouski, May 29.—The twin screw 0. P. R. liner Empress of Ire¬ 
land, carrying 1,437 persons, passengers and crew, sank in the dark¬ 
ness before dawn to-day in the St. Lawrence riyer, 30 miles east of 
Father Point with a loss of perhaps 1,000 lives. Early estimates of the 
dead vary from 678 to more than 1,100. The vessel which was bound 
from Qnebec for Liverpool with seventy-seven first, 206 second, and 
604 third-class passengers, was cnt wide open by the collier Storstad 
and sank within twenty minutes in nineteen fathoms of water. Of- 
those saved the majority appeared to be members of the crew or from 
the steerage. Many were badly injured and twenty-two died after 
being picked np. 

Collier Tore Great Hole in Vessel. 

The crash occurred about 2 o’clock this morning off Father Point, 
Qnebec, a village brought into prominence when Dr. Crippen, the 
London murderer, was caught. The collier, bound for Qnebec, struck 
the Empress of Ireland on the port side about the middle of the ship. 
She literally tore her way back almost to the liner’s screws, leaving a 
rent through which the water poured in such a deluge that she sank 
before many of the passengers were aware of what had happened. 

Brief wireless calls for help sent ont by the Marconi operator 

were heard by the pilot boat Eureka here, ten miles from the scene, 
and the Eureka, followed by the Lady Evelyn, a mall tender, put on 
forced steam and made all speed for Die spot. It was these two boats 
that fonnd afloat the few lifeboats that were launched from the 
stricken ship and picked np the rurvivon they contained. 

First-Class Passengers Among Lost. 

Three hundred and thirty-nine were saved by the Lady Evelyn 
and sixty by the Enreka. Among those saved was Captain H. G. 
Kendall, of the Empress of Ireland. Most of the first-class passengers 
apparently perished. Among those in the first cabin were Sir Henry 
Seton-Kerr, a noted English lawyer and big game hunter, and Laur¬ 
ence Irving, son of the late Sir Henry Irving, and his wife, Mabel 
Haokney. 

Of a party of 140 Canadian Salvation Army members on board, 
only 20 were rescued. They had left Quebec yesterday, bo«nd for the 
army’s international conference in London. 

8urvivors in Pitiable Condition. 

So quickly did the Empress sink that those passengers fortunate 
enough to get into lifeboats fonnd themselves garbed only in their 
nightclothes. Mo baggage was saved. The condition of the survivors 
was pitiable. Some had broken arms and legs, and all had suffered 
terribly. L. E. Gossetin, a prominent lawyer from Montreal, saved 
himsaif by clinging to a raft. When the rescue ships docked here the 
station platform was converted into a hospital, and the townspeople, 
bringing food and clothing, united in a common effort to aid the 
sufferers. 

Twelve bodies with faces covered lay tide by side on the wharf. 
They were passengers who had made the lifeboats, but who were 
fatally hurt 

Wreckage strews the St. Lawrence for a long distanoe near where 
the Empress gawk The sun shone brightly during the forenoon. 
Though the water is still ley, the temperature to-day was not low 
enough to increase the suffering of the survivors. 

Thirty-Four in Second Cabin Saved. 

First reports had it that the collier Storstad had also sunk. These 
proved to be incorrect. Though her bow was badly damaged, the

A special train was dispatched from here to Father Point to bring back 
the survivors. 

The collier Storstad has 860 survivors from the Empress on board, accord¬ 
ing to announcement made by the government signal service. With approxim¬ 
ately 400 landed at Rlmouskl. this accounts for 760 souls aboard the Empress, 
leaving 678 unaccounted for at 10 o’clock this morning.

CALAMITY OF THE 8T. LAWRENCE 


CONTROL OF RATE8. 


The sinking of the Empress of Ire¬ 
land early this morning, with a loss of 
life variously reported as ranging from 
750 to 1,000, Is the most appalling 
calamity In the history of Canadian 
shipping. The flne liner operated by 
this country's premier transportation 
company was outward bound, though 
'lylng-to because of the dense fog oft 
“Father Point, about two hundred miles 
:below Quebec. About 1 o'clock she 
was rammed by a collier and sank In 
a few minutes. 

As usual, the early reports that 
•came -over the wire were of the most 
conflicting nature. Several stated that 
there had been no loss of life; that the 
collier and the government steamer 
Lady Evelyn and the Eureka 
had picked up all the passengers. 
'Unhappily, as in the case of 
,tlie Titanic, these rumors have been 
shown since to be without foundation 
and the worst fears of many of those 
whose relatives and friends were 
among the passengers have been 
realized. 

So sudden was the crashing shock 
that the passengers and crew. 
,most of whom no doubt were in 
their berths, had next to no chance 
of battling for their llvea Apparently 
there was little opportunity of using 
more than a few of the llfsboate and 
what had been a magnificent ocean 
liner; devised by the world's greatest 
experts in point of comfort and safety, 
was converted Into a death-trap.

Wc ^iave referred frequently to 
the striking progress of trans-Paclflc 
shipping and the rapid improvement In 
the service and character of the vessels 
plying between British Columbia, the 
Orient and Australia. It is only a few 
years since the Empress of India and 
Empress of Japan, the Aorangi and 
Mlowera, represented the last word In 
comfort and speed as far as this part 
of the world was concerned. Now on 
these routes are vessels which would 
hold their own in popularity sven on 
the Atlantic. 

But the Most notable development In 
our shipping record will occur when 
the Panama Canal Is opened. The great 
companies of Europe In tltahlo mari¬ 
time rivalry will send their leviathans 
to the North and South Pacific coZata 
of the two Americas, hitherto unex-, 
ploited by them except In a desultory 
nay. When this happens we shall be;

The great number of euperfluoua wo¬ 
men throughout England means an al¬ 
most overpowering rush for every pro¬ 
fession or branch of work which opens 
hospitable doors to feminine wage 
earners. 

Two women of title and position have 
been influential In giving other women 
a great opening for their energies. They 
are the Countess of Warwick and Vis¬ 
countess Wolseley, who have started 
colleges for women gardeners. 

The normal English woman is a na¬ 
tural born gardener. In her childhood 
she has had her own little patch of 
ground in which, aided by some one 
In authority, she plants little posies. 
Al! through her girlhood she Interests 
herself in the home garden, and mar¬ 
riage and her own establishment bring 
her a garden of her very own. 

Until fairly recently, however, she 
has not had a chance to study garden¬ 
ing systematically and practically, and 
the idea of making a profession of It 
never occurred to her. 

But as the labor market became more 
congested because of feminine appli¬ 
cants Lady Warwick and Lady Wolse¬ 
ley, both enthusiastic gardeners, decid¬ 
ed almost simultaneously to open 
schools of gardening from which wo¬ 
men could be graduated and take their 
places as professional workers. 

“I started my school at Studley.’' 
Lady Warwick said in a recent Inter¬ 
view, “because I had tried In vain to 
get some protegees of mine into a 
school for men gardeners and fdnnd It 
Impossible, so I raised money and ar¬

HIGH SCHOOL PRIZES 


Vera Crus, a squat and squalid little 
coemopofis basking in the tropic sun, 
bas witnessed many strange sights In 
Its long and blood-spattered history. To 
the little Island of Ulua In Its harbor 
came Hernan Cortes In 1519 to begin 
the campaign of force and treachery 
by which he made, himself master of 
the great Astec empire. On the site ofi 
Vera Crus the conquering Spaniards 
built their first stockade and fought 
their first battle with the natives. For 
three centuries Vera Crus was the chief; 
port of New Spain, and from there 
were dispatched the galleons laden 
with gold. At San Juan de Ulua for¬ 
tress In the harbor of Vera Crus the 
Spaniards made their last stand 
against the army of “llbertad,” and 
there the last flag of Spain was hauled 
down. At Vera Crus, on a June day in 
1847, General Scott landed wtth his 
"gringo” army to begin his triumphal 
march to the capital. In 1861 and 1862 
the troops of 8paln, France and Eng¬ 
land occupied Vera Crus, meeting with 
even lees opposition than confronted 
the recent Invasion of American 
sailors and marine*. 

Most thrilling of all the events in 
the history of Vera Crus, however, was 
the landing of Maximilian and the 
beautiful Carlotta Just half a century 
ago to-day. May 29, 1864. The Austrian 
archduke and his wife, daughter of the 
Belgian king, had been assumed by a 
deputation frofn the Mexican anembly 
of notables that it was the will of the 
people that an empire should be estab¬ 
lished. Vera Crus greeted the Austrian 
frigate which bore the Emperor and 
Empress to Mexico with wild enthusi¬ 
asm, and lavish display of flags and 
imperial emblems. Marshal Bazalne had 
hewed a path from Vera Crus to the 
City of Mexico, and had Intimidated 
the Inhabitants Into sn apparent ac¬ 
ceptance of the imperial regime. 
Throughout two-thirds of Mexico, how¬ 
ever, the people were In revolt, and 
they had an able leader In Benito 
Juarez. 


So poor Maximilian, doomed to death, 
and Carlotta, destined for a long life 
of madness, landed at Vera Crus, and 
heard as sweet music the plaudits *>f 
the people, nor knew that 1^ was all a 
hollow mockery. They did not realise 
that those cheers were inspired, not 
by affection for the new rulers, but by 
fear of the foreign soldiery—the hard- 
faced, merciless Chasseurs d'Afrlque; 
the brilliantly - uniformed French 
Zouaves; the reckless Austrian legion¬ 
aries; the brutal black troops from 
Africa, and the Belgian Mexican 
legion.

virtue, the mistress of many; then a 
! wife again, with an Infatuated young 
Corsican soldier, Napolean Bonaparte, 
as her husband: another lapse from 
virtue, forgiven but never forgotten by 
Ns poison; an empress, squandering 
millions to please her vagrant, fickle 
fancies; divorced by the husband she 
loved, who married another, but who 
still turned to her for consolation 
when his great empire toppled and fell; 
such. In brief, ts the story of the life 
which ended at Malmaison, near Paris, 
Just a century ago to-day, when the 
romantic and tragic career of Josephine 
was concluded by dfcath.

The stricken vessel sank as If ahe 
were lead. An explosion, apparently 
originating ln her engine room, hast¬ 
ened her end, and those persons who 
were able to make their way from their 
cabins found themselves on a perilous-, 
ly slanting deck. Many leaped and 
were drowned. Others were fortunate 
enough to grasp driftwood or were 
picked up by lifeboats. It Is apparent 
that the great hole torn to the ship's 
side admitted such a deluge of water 
that many must have been overcome 
In their beds. 

The rescued, fighting their way to 
the lifeboats from the careening deck,

The streets are aflame with news¬ 
paper bills announcing that, the liner 
has sunk. Reporters are clambering at 
the Canadian Pacific railway offices In 
Charing Cross, but so far the com¬ 
pany's representatives are without any 
official information. Buckingham Palace 
received the press telegrams at the 
earliest moment, and the king before 
leaving for Oaks day at Epsom de¬ 
sired that the fullest and latest infor¬ 
mation on the disaster should be 
gathered. Prince Alexander of Teck 
made eager enquiries also, directly the 
news became known.

Mr. Borden In 
referring to the terrible loss of life said 
he hoped that the report of the num¬ 
ber of lives lost was exaggerated. He 
hald It was an accident that could not 
have been prevented by any - action 
which the country could have taken to 
render navigation safe. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, taking a different 
view, said it was hard to understand 
why an accident a few miles out could 
not have been prevented.

The manner In which a confining 
public is Imposed upon by these sweep- 
stake promoters can best be illustrated 
by reviewing the life history of a 
sweepstake as it Is lived to-day. The 
way to make money out of sweepstakes 
Ih not to buy tickets, blit to print-them. 
The first thing the promoter has to do 
is to secure a good title; for, Shakes¬ 
peare notwithstanding, there Is much 
in a name in.England, especially. .The 
promoter usually designates himself a 
"Sports'fclub/*‘ a '‘Co-operative 'So¬ 
ciety/'-or a “Syndicate." Any of these 
Is quite attractive; • though perhaps 
"sy.nd.fQHtp" goes down best.. It sug¬ 
gests solidity and wealth. Having then 
secured a title, say the Derby or Good- 
wood syndicate, the artful dodger next 
proceeds, to procure him a reputable 
address. This he can egsUy do by 
renting a box at a Swiss post office for 
a nominal sum. To deal with the let¬ 
ters, he may either live In Switzerland 
himself, or, as Is often done, advertise 
in the sporting papers for a clerk who 
will forward the letters In bulk re- 
parcel post to England, where the 
"business" is usually transacted. 

The next and most important step Is 
to secure clients, and this can bs 
achieved either by purchasing lists of 
addresses, which can be bought by tin 
mile, or, what Is much more effective, 
by getting a weekly paper to boom the 
concern—for a consideration, of course, 
sometimes a valuable one. This must 
be done carefully, so as to avoid a 
breach of the lottery laws. A clever 
way of doing it is to Insert answers to 
alleged correspondents, certifying the 
honor and repute of this particular 
syndicate, and stating In other replies 
that all other concerns are to be avoid¬ 
ed like the plague. In all the literature 
Issued by the syndicate It Is considered 
Important to describe the scheme "a 
really genuine sweepstake" and to warn 
the public against spurious imitations, 
whlifli may be summarily dismissed as 
“swindles." There Is an Ineradicable 
belief in many minds that denunciation 
of other people's fraud Is a testimonial 
to your own Integrity. 

A popular idea with promoters is to 
state in their circulars that they are 
giving a share of the money to public 
charities.. This scheme never falls, for 
England Is a country where your paup¬ 
ers abound and appeal on their behalf 
Is rarely made in vain. Of course, it 
may occur to the perspicacious that it 
Isn’t the promoter who is making a 
donation to charity, but the subscribers 
to the "sweep." But the perspicacious 
“go In" so this is only one of the minor 
risks of sweepstake promoting. An¬ 
other idea much approved of is to pub¬ 
lish on the back of the tickets a pho- 


said to a German captain of Industry, 
when discussing the formation of the 
gigantic trust, "now you are going to 
have big competitors!" 

"Yes." was the reply. M but. your 
majesty, also—dilettantes!" 

The description of the trust-makers 
has proved true. Not even the stu¬ 
pendous wealth at the command of the 
aristocrats turned business men could 
act as an antidote to the dilettantism 
with which the trust's affairs were 
run. The dream has passed away, and 
the awakening has been a rude one. 

In a few years two vast fortunes 
have been swallowed up, and the trust 
has now been dissolved. From the 
wreck and confusion the Deutsche, 
Bank will endeavor to salve all that 
remalna The collapse leaves the 
Print su Furstenberg a comparatively 
poor man. He has been compelled to 
turn some of his estates Into money, 
and his prince partner will have a 
hard struggl to save anything from 
the remains of his fortune. 

To show how heavily Prince Hohen- 
lohe has been hit, it Is -stated that 
against his present wealth of about 
£•.500.000 his debts amount to some¬ 
thing like £6.000,000. He la a man of 
70 years of age. who has taken upon 
himself a load of debt greater than 
perhaps any other man has ever car¬ 
ried. And the irony of the position Is 
that his assets consist to a great ex¬ 
tent of estates which no one is rich 
enough to buy, of fourth mortgages 
and hotels and other businesses doing 
so badly, for the most paft, that no¬ 
body will buy them. A great land and 
building company, for example, with 
a capital of £600.000, which he owned, 
has been absolutely wiped out. 

Happily, the public does not share 
to any great extent in the disaster. 
The tremendous failure, a chaos of 
muddle and inefficiency, will no doubt 
have the efTect of warning German 
aristocracy ofT the commercial and In¬ 
dustrial course for & long time to come.

The break-up of the “Prince** Trust/* 
which overshadows everything in the 
German business world to-day, Is the 
conclusion of one of the most extra¬ 
ordinary chapters in the commercial 
and industrial history of the Father- 
land, perhaps of the world. It is an 
inglorious end to a medley of huge 
concerns, spread over nearly every 
part of the earth. 

Two princely fortunes have been 
practically swallowed up by the col¬ 
lapse, and a dream, Napoleonic In -ts 
conception, on which the kaiser him¬ 
self s*“ the highest hopes, has been 
quickly and irretrievably shattered. 
The partners In this ill-fated "Fursten- 
trust” are two of the most notable 
princely figures on the contlnont. One 
of them, the Prince su Furstenberg, Is 
a very close friend and esteemed ad¬ 
viser of the kaiser. He possessed a 
fortune which was placed as high as 
£25,000,000, and ho Is a man of extra- 
or*- nary versatility, rivalling his Im¬ 
perial master in the variety of his In¬ 
terests. But In “business" he has fail¬ 
ed. 

Prince Kraft zu Hohenlohe-Oehrin- 
gen. who is distantly related to the Em¬ 
peror William, Is the other partner. 
He, too, had a great fortune, said to 
have been somewhere in the neighbor¬ 
hood of £12,000.000. 

These two noble multi-millionaires, 
already interested In numerous con¬ 
cerns. entered Into partnership about 
half a dozen years ago and soon con¬ 
trolled many huge businesses, with a 
total capital which must have been 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
£120,000.000. The "Princes' Trust" be¬ 
came one of- the most enormous cor¬ 
porations In existence. It ran theatres 
and great hotels; worked mines of 
various sorts; managed tramways, 
huge shops, and high-class restaur¬ 
ants. The Palastina Bank made it a 
power in the Near East. It controlled 
a steamship company—the Levant 
line—and endeavored to draw wealth 
from great farms and vast forest¬ 
lands. 

"Ah!" the kaiser is stated to have

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setting forth the "amount of the prize 
money. This is usually done by getting 
the loan of a cheque for the amount 
and depositing it for a day perhaps. 
The public is thus led to believe that 
their prize money.at least Is secure. 
No one ever makes Inquiries at the 
bank to see If It Is still there. 

When the day of the drawing arrives 
it is important to invite all the press 
to be present. They can invariably be 
depended upon to Ignore the invitation. 
In arranging the draw the only thing 
that jmatters is the list of the probable 
horses running. The consolation prizes 
of £2 10s. may be given away in any 
manner thought best. The main thing 
is to give them away. But the distri¬ 
bution of the big prizes has to be gone 
about carefully. In the early dayB It 
was thought sufficient to publish a list 
of the winning numbers only. But this 
primitive idea has long been abandon¬ 
ed. It Is now necessary to give names 
and addresses, but these generally pre¬ 
sent no Insuperable difficulties to the 
complete “sweepmonger.” It adds 
considerably to the Illusion If the pro¬ 
moter prints photographs of the 
cheques paid to the winners, and sends 
a few small subscriptions to charities. 

It seems almost incredible that such 
a story can be written to-day, yet the 
details given above are'being repeated 
In scores of cases. That It should be 
possible to use the postal facilities of 
civilised states for the perpetuation of 
such practices is still more wonderful. 
During the last few years the lottery 
acts have been reduced to a dead let¬ 
ter. We would appear to be back In 
the old lottery days, without, however, 
any of the guarantees and safeguards 
which were provided by law against 
the promotion of lotteries. 

The postmaster-general, in a recent 
speech, stated that he was considering 
the possibility of refusing to transmit 
letters sent from this country to these 
sweepstake firms abroad. Were he to 
do It would of course end the business. 
It is a plan adopted in many states of 
America, In Canada, In Australia and 
South Africa. It is obvious that the 
state, in Its own Interests, must do 
something. Millions of money are be¬ 
ing poured out annually^ by the state 
for social purposes, without undue in¬ 
terference with personal rights, to take 
steps to stop if it can. a traffic In dubi¬ 
ous transactions which border on the 
directly fraudulent. In any event It 
can hardly be expected to afford postal 
facilities.

A Fraud.

tiOndon, May 16.—Acting no doubt on 
•diplomatic information received," the 
government of Lucerne has decided to 
suppress the English sweepstako and 
betting offices In that canton. .The Jeqd 
of Lucerne will. In all probability, be 
followed by Geneva and other cantons, 
so that In a short time Switzerland 
may have to be reckoned In betting 
law parlance, as that thing most dread¬ 
ed of English bookies, a "pluce" within 
the meaning of tho law'. France, Bel¬ 
gium and Holland have previonsly 
driven forth these houses, w'hoae ex¬ 
istence is an attempt to circumvent the 
Betting House act of 1863. That this 
decision will checkmate the "sweep- 
stakes” fraternity Is hardly likely, but 
It will make their next move more haz¬ 
ardous. Doubtless other lands afar off 
will be sought for hospitality and In 
some a temporary' haven will certainly 
be found. But over all hangs the re¬ 
cent threat of the postmaster general 
to cut the postal .communications, and 
that, of course will be the end of all. 

The exploits of the foreign betting 
houses, nefarious enough though Borne 
of them have been, have In recent years 
been completely eclipsed by the raids 
of the sweepstake-monger. There are 
fashions in gambling as in everything 
else. At the present moment the most 
popular vogue Is the sweepstake. To 
a certain extent It has always been 
with us. and the amount yearly remit¬ 
ted from this country to the Calcutta 
Turf club would surprise you. But we 
have travelled a long way from the 
sixpenny or shilling “sweep" on the 
Derby. Sweepstake mongerlng Is now 
a highly organized Industry, conduct¬ 
ing its operations from the Continent 
to avoid the penalties of the Lotteries’ 
acts here. The lure is a big prize, say 
£20,000, for a very trivial stake, say five 
shillings It is difficult to get reliable 
figures of the numbers engaged In this 
business, for they are continually 
changing their names and addresses. 
The same man has a dozen aliases and 
fifty "stands.” They may appear some 
fine morning In Geneva, and when dis¬ 
appointed British “punters" become too 
clamorous, some other fine morning It 
will be discovered that during the 
night “they have folded their tents like

The Western Asso¬ 
ciated Press correspondent telephoned 
In from the well as 2 o'clock In the 
morning that there was one thousand 
feet of high-grade oil in the well at 
that time, and It was rising rapidly, 
with the prospects of Its overflowing 
before morning. 

The flow of oil was preceded by a 
heavy flow of gas. The oil body it-' 
self was broken into some time In the 
afternoon. Altogether t4n barrels of 
oil have been brought up to the sur¬ 
face. Thi strike of this high-grade of 
oil Is unprecedented In the history of 
oil discovery.

Stock of Company Which Made 
Strike Advances From $12.50 
to $200 and Still Soars 

Calgary. May 46.—If there Is a 
jubilant town on the map of North 
America to-night that town Is Calgary. 
The strike of oil In the well of the 
Calgary Petroleum Products Co. Is be¬ 
lieved to be one of the most remark-; 
able ever occurring on the continent. 1 
Over a signed statement O. G. Deven- 
ish, president of the Calgary Indus -1 
trial Bureau . credits the well with a | 
product of from 150 to 200 barrels | 
every twenty-four hours of oil that 
analyzes 62 Beaume gravity, the out-1 
put being worth in the neighborhood j 
of $2,000 per day. In addition to the i 
oil, the gas output Is estimated at 
2,000,000 cubic feet. The gas Is wet, 
and contains from one to ^ne and a I 
half gallons of gasoline to the 1,000 
cubic feet, and It has been demon¬ 
strated that these gasoline values can 
be extracted from the gas as a profit. 

Cunningham Craig, the British oil 
expert, whose opinion has weight with 
the British admiralty, said to-night. In 
an interview with the correspondent 
of the Western Associated Press, that 
he was of the opinion that the strike 
bad proven beyond a doubt that there 
| was a paying oil field in this part of , 
Alberta. Mr. Craig added that he was 
of the opinion that even better and 
more valuable finds would be made 
with more development. The city Is 
oil mad to-night. Half a dozen com¬ 
panies were taking subscriptions to 
stock at 11 o’clock. The highway be¬ 
tween the city and the site of the 
Dlngman well was lined with automo¬ 
biles all day long, hundreds visiting 
the well. 

The well will probably develop Into a 
pumping proposition, although rumors of 
a gusher reached the city this morning, 
tfhen It was reported that the oil was 
shooting up Into the air, attaining a 
height of sixty feet. This was caused by 
a rush of* gas. according to a message re¬ 
ceived from the well to-night, and sub¬ 
sided a few moments after the occur¬ 
rence. * 

The stock of the Calgary Petroleum 
Products Company advanced during the 
day from $12.50 to $200. and there were 
sales of even much higher figure. 

The various oil companies of the city, 
who have, to some extent, been preach¬ 
ing to a doubting public lor the last 

S onth, this morning wetr doing a roar- 
g business, and In many places It was 
necessary to have police In front of the 
offices to keep the waiting crowds In 
check. In one office the flow of real 
money was so fast that It was Impossible 
to keep It in any order. A waste paper 
basket was being used. Into which bills 
and cheques were pouring as fast as they 
came. 

OU stock Is taking leaps by the minute, 
and the scarcity of stock In the lucky 
company Is only exceeded by the extreme 
excitement which prevails. In the 
, brokers' offices this morning business 
was very alow. There Is no selling. 
E;vey*body wants to buy, and the newer 
companies are the only people who are 
willing to sell. Private owners of min¬ 
eral rights on land and also of stocks are 
holding on for dear life, and have not 
sufficiently recovered from the first sur¬ 
prise to figure out what they should ask 
for their rights. Everything relating to 
values Is in confusion.

DUKE'S PORK CHOP8. 

Among the stories told by Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel Newnham-Davls In his 
latest book is one concerning the late 
Duke of Cambridge.

The McDougall-Segur Is about 1$ miles 
north and west of the Dlngman well, and 
If It should be brought in It would deter¬ 
mine that the district Is a large one. 

The Dlngman well Is spouting about 
once a day. In fact on no day since tt 
was brought In has It failed to gush. 
The expulsion lasts only a short time, af¬ 
ter which the oil recedes to Its normal 
level, about 160 feet. 

Fourteen standard drilling outfits were 
ordered by telegraph to-day. 

The management of the Dlngman well, 
at a meeting of the board of directors to¬ 
day, decided to make an effort to pump 
the well dry enough to permit of the re¬ 
sumption of drilling. It Is believed that 
a much larger flow could be obtained If 
the oil sands were penetrated a few feet 
further.

A. J. Robertson, B. C. L. 8., says: 
“I accompanied the Provincial Min¬ 
eralogist through the Flathead Val¬ 
ley, and, though I am no geologist, I 
would look to the Sage Creek Dis¬ 
trict as being one of the most prom¬ 
ising areas In the Dominion as an oil 
field."

SPOUTS 90 FEET 

Feverish Excitement and Trad¬ 
ing Comes at Calgary on the 
Announcement That Oil Welt 
Gushes^ Higher Than Ever. 

Calgary, May 19.—The climax of a 
day of feverish excitement and trad¬ 
ing came to-night when the Dlngman 
well spouted fully 90 feet into the air, 
tli* phenomenon lasting for several 
minute*. The news was flashed from 
Dlngman camp to the Morning Al¬ 
bertan by Driller J. H. Brown and 
was Immediately bulletined In the 
various newspaper offices ond hotel 
lobbies. Fully 1,000 traders were 
crowded Into the lobby of the King 
George hotel when the bulletin mak¬ 
ing this announcement was posted and 
the turmoil that followed beggars de¬ 
scription. 

Driller Brown also telephoned that 
after baling out for more than four 
hours there was no perceptible de¬ 
crease In the height of the oil, which 
remained about 2,000 feet 

A heavy flow of wet ga9, which is 
blowing out particles of black oil, was 
struck to-day In the Mammoth well, 30 
miles west of the Olds. 

The United Oils closed Its subscrip¬ 
tion in the face of a crowd to-night, a 
little more than the $200,000 allotment 
of stock having been subscribed. Prob¬ 
ably 500 disappointed people were 
tiTVned away when the doors were 
closed. 

The Herron-Elder announces they 
will close their subscription to-morrow 
night. 

The announcement of drilling con* 
tracts, as let to-day were aa follows: 

The United Oils, three wells; the 
Herron-Elder, three wells; the Rocky 
Mountain Oil Fields, three well*. ' 

There are probably twenty conl» 
ponies which entered Into contracts 
for single wells to-day. It is estimated 
that fully 100 wells will be commenced 
within the next sixty days. 

Probably ^.twenty new companies 
made their appearance to-day. and the 
sldew'alks were thronged with eager 
buyers. There seems to be no abate¬ 
ment in the excitement.

GUSHES ONCE 1 DAY 

Many Oil Companies Are Be¬ 
ing Hastily Organized 

CALGARY, May 19.—There is no 
abatement In the ell excitement. The 
pingman well gushes at least once a 
day. an oily substance that burns, has 
been cut Into In the bottom of the Mc- 
Dougall-Segur. and the Mammoth has 
opened a pocket of wet gas. Practically 
all of the other wells now drilling are 
showing up well, although none of them 
have been drilled deep enough to chow 
anything material. 

The stock buying of Saturday was' re¬ 
peated to-day. There may have been a 
few leas shares sold, but they were higher 
In price and probably much more money 
changed hands. Many of the stocks are 
being freely taken at prices several times 
In advance of subscription. The city f* 
full of strangers and business Is feeling 
the effects of the loosening money and 
the restoration of confidence. 

Not less than 100 new brokers’ offices 
were opened to-day. Every available 
spot of space In the more desirable sec¬ 
tion of the shopping district has been 
quickly snapped up and the oil brokers 
are crying for more office room. The 
front of the oldest and most exclusive 
Jewelry store In the city was transformed 
into a broker's office this afternoon. 

The Dlngman well is spouting about 
once a day. In fact on no day since It 
was brought In has It failed to gush. The 
expulsion lasts only a short time, after 
which the oil recedes to its normal level, 
about 260 feet. 

The strike at the McDougall-Segur oc¬ 
curred some time yesterday. The sub¬ 
stance brought up In the baler is black 
and greasy and burns. It is similar to a 
substance which waa encountered In the 
Dlngman well about six weeks ago. 

The McDougall-Segur is about 12 miles 
mirth and west of the Dlngman well, and 
If it should be brought In It would deter¬ 
mine that the district Is a large one. 

Fourteen standard drilling outfits were 
ordered by telegraph to-day. 

The statement of the Dlngman well, at 
a meeting of the board of directors to¬ 
day. decided to make an effort to pump 
tbe well dry enough to permit of the re¬ 
sumption of drilling. It is believed that 
a much larger flow could be obtained If 
the oil sands were penetrated a few feet 
further. > 

More than fifty new companies are satdOfc^ 
to be in process of organisation. Half 11 
dozen new ones make their appearance 
every day. The beautiful weather per¬ 
mits of outdoor trading and many brok¬ 
erage offices are little more than a deafe 
on the sidewalk.

DESIRE TO BROADEN 
IkADE OF PROVINCE! 


Vancouver and Victoria Boards 
of Trade See PremierrSug- 
gest Commissioner 


In an endeavor to broaden the scope 
of British Columbia by opening up new 
avenues of trade for the province, par¬ 
ticularly through the dispatching of a 
trade commissioner to South America, 
the members of the Vancouver board of 
trade crossed over on the midnight 
boat last night and this morning met 
many member# of the local board In a 
Joint deputation to the premier. 

The Interview was granted at noon 
to-day when a large body of men from 
both elite# made the request that a 
special commissioner to the southern 
continent be appointed for the purpose 
of exploiting new markets for British 
Columbia products. A very strong 
case wa* presented and after listening 
with attention, the premier replied that, 
the matter proposed waa of a Domin¬ 
ion government nature, and that while 
he was In full sympathy with the re¬ 
quest and discussed the matter very 
much from the standpoint of the pro¬ 
ducer. yet he was unwilling to act in 
tho matter before special representa¬ 
tions had been made to Ottawa. 

The Joint boards are meeting at the 
Bastion street rooms at 3 o'clock this 
I afternoon to decide w*hat action will be 
taken in the matter, but from the gen¬ 
eral feeling beforehand there appears 
I to be little doubt that the first' step of 
the Joint committee will be to make 
the representations to Ottawa which 
the premier advised. 

Another matter to be taken up will 
be in connection with the operating of 
Maple Leaf boats through the Panama 
canal and help Is also being sought by 
the Terminal City board of trade from 
the Jocal body In the former’s appli¬ 
cation for the establishment of a Can¬ 
adian customs' officer at New York. 
Proposals were made some time ago for 
1 the operation of boats of the Maple 
| Leaf line from New York to this coast 
via the canal, and the board desires 
the customs’ officer at New York for 
the purpose of examining and clearing 
shipments there to be carried on these 
boats.

"One of the strong reasons that make 
the British sway In Canada popular Is 
that up to the present the people have 
been allowed to pursue their own fan¬ 
cies, not only In regard to sport and 
literature and all other local and do¬ 
mestic matters, but In the matter of 
making their own laws. 

Misleading News. 

"Then, so far as the cable news ser¬ 
vices for the Dominion are concerned, 
It Is my opinion that th$ dispatches 
which come to Canada from American 
sources are much more reliable and 
much better appreciated by the Can¬ 
adian people than the special dispatches 
sent out by the Canadian news services 
and by the special correspondents of 
Canadian newspapers resident In Lon¬ 
don. These dispatches are most unfair 
and misleading and are almost entirely 
devoted to glorifying the Tory side of 
'English politics and Ignoring almost 
completely the Liberal side of questions 
here. 

"A great many people of the mother 
country will be Inclined to agree with 
the Canadian press In attributing much 
of the social and political evils of Great 
Britain to the landlords and aristo¬ 
cracy. . . As a large majority of the 
people of the United Kingdom quite 
agree on that. Sir John Wilson's sug¬ 
gestion that an attempt should be made 
for a determined effort to compel Can¬ 
ada to follow British Tory Ideas will 
not be met with much approval from 
the dominant Liberal majority in this 
country. The Tory Canadlan-Imperlal- 
l8ta, of whom Sir John Is now such a 
shining example, are a very noisy lot, 
but they are not at all numerous. 

Tory Mission#™. 

"We know that Tory mission#™ (like 
Mr. Walter Long have gone to Canada 
to endeavor to convert the people there 
to their pet Ideas In politics. During 
his visit Mr. Long disgusted many 
Canadians In different parts of the 
country by inflicting his views upon 
non-p&rtlzan gatherings, and by mak¬ 
ing speeches entirely devoted to the 
Tory side on questions In which Can¬ 
ada was not much concerned. So mark¬ 
ed, indeed, was this that very recently 
the Montreal Gazette, the oldest Con¬ 
servative newspaper In Canada, had a 
strong article advising the British

and strange sounds. These young 
tigers are better grown and more 
shapely than Is to be expected In the 
case of lions of the same age, and there 
Is no difference In the coloration or 
markings of the sexes, although the 
male Is slightly heavier. 

According to the "Records," publish¬ 
ed by Messrs. Rowland Ward, the larg¬ 
est known, accurately measured tiger 
was killed Ip Bengal by Major Evans 
Gordon and was 10 feet 7 Inches In 
length and 791 lbs. in weight. Captain 
Goring-Jones, however, haa killed a 
rather smaller tiger, which scaled no 
less than 700 lbs., In the Central prov¬ 
inces. The "record” Hon, killed by Mr. 
Vaughan Kirby In Southeast Africa, 
measured 10 feet 5 Inches In length; Its 
weight was not taken. The heaviest 
recorded lion weighed 616 lbs., but most 
of the weights given are much less. 

The tiger, therefore, merely from the 
point of view of size and weight, ought 
to outmatch the lion, and those who: 
have seen adults of each species la the 
field agree that the Asiatic animal 
beats the lion In the swiftness and! 
vigor of its assault. The caie recently 
reported, of an accidental fight in-New 
York between a young lion and a young 
tiger had the expected result, the Hon 
being killed after a long struggle. A 
number of years ago, in the Regent’s 
Park Gardens, a young Hon and two 
tiger cubs were brought ufc> In the same 
cage, and had reached nearly the age 
of two years In amity. Suddenly, one
